That goods roads cut the cost of 
gasoline more than 50 per cent {8 
stated by “Freight Transporation DIt- 
gest." A loaded two-ton truck was 
used fn a test and in running 100 
miles on an earth road consumed 17.3 
gallons of gusoline, making an aver- 
age of 5.78 miles a zallon. The cost 
figured at 25 cents a zallon was $4.33. 
The satue truck was used on a con- 
crete roud and traveled the same dis- 
tunce on 8.49 gallons of gasoline, mak- 
ing 11.78 miles per gallon. The cost 
In this case, figured on the same 
basis, was $2.12. The net savings in 
cost of gasoline on the tmproved high- 
way was therefore $2.21, or more than 
100 per cent. 

Statisticlans could step in here and 
conjure a colossal sum to represent 
the savings In gasoline cost if all the 


highways of the United States were 
paved, remarks the Columbus (.) 
Dispatch. ‘They could, for instance, 


ussuime that all of (he one-half willion 
motortrucks in the country were two- 
ton trucks, and on this basts figure 
out @a saving in gasoline costs equal to 
a couple of Liberty loan tssues. 

This enormous reduction in gasoline 
costs, coupled with the ability to 
handle loads with less tractional ef- 
fort, has become one of the strongest 
arguments for food The two 
tests clted In this instance show con- 
clusively that poor rouds are expen- 
sive to the farmer and merchant alike. 
The farmer who hauls with a motor- 
truck is getting only one-eighth of the 
profit he could get and the merchant 
and tnter-city freight truck operator 
ure paying out twice what they should 
for gasoline and are getting only one 
eighth of the profit they could get.
